WASHINGTON, June 28—United States officials took a 
moderately hopeful attitude Thursday night about the So- 
viet Union’s clarification of its Korean peace proposals and 
immediately started conversations with Gen. Ridgway in 
Tokyo and United Nations members on the next phase of 
the peace negotiations. 


It was clear here that the United 
States was prepared to try to 
get its commander in chief, Gen. 
Ridgway, into discussions with the 
North Korean and Chinese Com- 
munist military commanders in 
Korea. It was also clear, however, 
that the fighting would continue 
until the specific terms of a satis- 
factory ceasefire had been reached.

The State Department’s announcement 
of yesterday puts the Russian cease-fire pro- 
posal in an entirely new and more hopeful 
perspective. 

It may offer a rea] basis for a firm set- 
tlement of the hostilities in Korea. 

Moscow is revealed as willing for armi- 
stice talks to be conducted between the 
North Koreans and the Chinese Commu- 


nist “volunteer units” on the one hand and ., 


the United Nations command on the other. 
Previously, it had been reported Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Gromyko men- 
tioned only the North Koreans as the Com- 
munist participants, leaving entirely out of 
account the hundreds of thousands of Chi- 
nese who comprise the main strength of 
the invading forces. Obviously, no lasting 
settlement could be reached if the Chi- 
nese were left out. 

Russia further is agreeable to limiting 
the cease-fire negotiations to military ques- 
tions alone, leaving for later discussions the 
political questions involved, such as admis- 
sion of the Peiping regime to the United 
Nations, disposition of Formosa and other 
matters. The United States has insisted 
all along that we could not reward aggres- 
sion by agreeing to any Chinese political 
demands as the price of peace. Moscow 
now offers to meet this principle in full.

Peace Would 
Justify Strategy 


WASHINGTON—No one knows yet, as of the 

present writing, what the outcome will be of the 

” open peace proposals that have been voiced in 

Moscow and Peiping for ending the fighting in Korea. Officials 

both here and abroad have naturally been cautious in appraising 

the meaning of Jacob Malik’s cease-fire suggestion, put over the 
past week end. 


The Communists are such an unpredictable lot, the Chinese no 
less than the Russians, that it is never quite possible to tell what 
they are about. Their chief stock in trade has been double talk, 
so we will have to wait developments to see just how sincere they 
are in the proposals that have been made, 


If the Malik suggestion is genuine, however, nothing could 
be more fitting than that it should come.at the end of the long and 
tortuous hearings held by the Senate investigating committee over 
the MacArthur controversy. For peace in Korea will be the final 
justification of the strategy the administration ‘has employed in 
not extending the war to Manchuria and other parts of Red China. 


It would be a complete vindication of the policy 
that has been pursued, and it would compel 
opponents of the administration to admit that the strategy so 
strongly recommended by Gen, Douglas MacArthur was all wrong. 


Moreover, it would be justification for President Truman’s dra- 
matic action in dismissing General MacArthur from his Far Eastern 
command. His removal would thereby be shown to have been 
in the best interests of the country. 


The Senate inquiry into Far Eastern policy, touched off by the 
dismissal of MacArthur, a popular national hero, ended Monday 
after eight weeks of hearings in which 13 witnesses put more than

_ 2,000,000 words of testimony in 8,181 pages of transcript. The Malik 
peace proposal was put forward on the preceding Saturday. 


Assuming that the! Russians and the Chinese Reds are sincere, 
it would appear that they deliberately waited for the MacArthur 
farce to end before putting forward their peace feelers. 


Sole Goal Throughout the long period of the hearings admin- 

istration spokesmen have sought to drive home the 
point that the whole purpose of our strategy in Korea has been to 
confine the fighting to a limited action. We did not want the war 
to spread. MacArthur was willing to extend our operations to 
Manchuria at the risk of involving ‘us in another world war. It 
was for publicly agitating these views in disregard of Presidential 
directives that he was ordered to give up his command. 


Critics of the administration have sought diligently to build up 
an issue on the score. Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, a leading can- 
didate for the Republican Presidential nomination in 1952, has 
openly accepted. the MacArthur thesis. The general also has indi- 
cated in various public speeches that he may have his eyes on the 
GOP nomination next year. 


One domestic political effect of the Malik pro- 
One Effect posal, if it leads to constructive negotiations, for 
ending the Korean War, may be to jerk the rug from under both 
Taft and MacArthur. It is inconceivable that the Republicans 
could nominate either of them, if a peace settlement is to be arrived 
at on a satisfactory basis. 


One further observation is obvious, on the assumption that the 
proposals are honestly madé. It is that the Chinese Communists 
have been badly hurt in the punishment we have inflicted on them 
in Korea and that the Russians are not in a position to give them 
much additional help. 


According to the estimates of our military commanders in the 
field, we have taken a toll of around a million.of their men in the 
casualties imposed in Korea. It has been a matter all along of 
how much punishment of that kind a. nation could take before 
expressing a willingness to negotiate for peace.

Mr. Close became acquainted with the possibilities of North- 
west Georgia through a former classmate who lives at LaFayette. 

The 7,000 acres the -Westerner. bought include almost 1,500 
acres on the floor of a valley in Walker County. There is an 
additional 500 more acres on a sloping ridge which can be de- 
veloped for grazing. 


Mr. Close is planning to come to Georgia soon to 
Pastures begin developing pastures on his new ranch. He said 
he probably will move from 300 to 500 head of cattle to the ranch 
in the fall. 

The Westerner is taking advantage of the wonderful resources 
of this section. In the Northwest, his cattle cam graze only from 
May until October. The ranchers there never heard of a year- 
round pasture. But in Georgia, grazing is possible 12 months out 
of the year. This reduces feed costs, and increases profit. 


. The climate of this area, too, is more advan- 
Climate, Too tageous than that of the Northwest. There is 
no extremely cold weather. Nor is there the extreme heat of the 
Southwest. 

Northwest Georgia offers almost unlimited possibilities for 
development as a livestock producing area. To be sure, there 
mifst be land improvement in the way of pastures and soil con- 
servation. But the land is here—vast areas of it. 

The decision of Mr. Close to move his ranch from the West to 
Georgia is significant. It is tangible proof of what the livestock 
men of the area have been saying.

Abadan is front page news and 
insofar as I know nobody has attempted to tell in print how it smells or looks, 


I was pounding over from Cairo after the 
war in an Army DC-4. Down below the land- 
scape was mostly nothing, colored tan. 


This went on for hour after hour, the 
sun went down and, bang, it was dark. 


We started to come in for a_ landing at 
Abadan, finally, and there through the plane 
window I saw one of the most startling sights 
in my life; thousands of electric lights studding 
the landscape below for nile after mile, almost 
as if Los Angeles had been transplanted to the 
wilderness. This was the oil refinery. 


When I stepped out on the runway at about 
19 p. m. the heat hit me like a board across the 
face. The odor of the cooking oi! everywhere 
was present; so were Iranians in their peculiar 
hats of shaggy goat, manning the fire extin- 
guishers and hauling out the gas tanks. 


The thermometer read 101. The locals said 
this was a cool evening. Dinner in the restau- 
rant was waiting.

to the kitchen open. 


Through that I could see the cook. He was 
@ gent in a goatish cape, gray-colored diapers 
and nothing else. The sight of him, plus the

blast of hot air carrying the odor of burned 
grease, took away my desire for hen fruit. 


It gets so hot by day on this fantastic 
island that no man dares touch his monkey 
wrench for fear of blistering his hands. For 
day after day and week after week the tem- 
perature hovers between 130 and 140 de- 
grees. The refinery workers do most of their 
labor by night; in the day, when it’s too 
hot even to think, they try to sleep. 


They have air conditioning in their houses, 
free movies and no telling what all ,else. They 
earn hefty bonuses for enduring the place at all, 
but they take furloughs every few months. If 
they don’t the heat gets ‘em and they go hay- 
wire mentally: 


The natives have a village near the refinery.

‘Edmund Stevens, Pulitzer prizewinning former Mos- 
cow correspondent, wrote, “Today Jews are not é€ven admitted to the special school that trains per-

Heavy, Heavy Hangs Over East Europe 


BELGRADE—The rearmament of the Soviet Union’s Eastern European satellites is what has con- 
vinced the Yugoslav leaders that war within 12 months is at best decidedly possible, if not down- 


right probable or unavoidable. 


The chief men here believe that the masters of the Kremlin, instead 


of planning any immediate attack, are now seeking to open the way for easy conquests by split- 


ting the Western alliance. 


The facts about satellite rearmament are enough to show why the Yugo- 


slav leaders are also convinced that a period of the most acute danger will begin before another 
12 months have passed, even if the Western alliance remains firm and united in the meanwhile. 


The serious buildup of satellite strength was 
BSignificantly started shortly after the American 
response to the challenge in Korea. The Soviets 
also launched their program to put their own 
armies in Eastern Germany, Poland and the 
Carpatho-Ukraine on a footing of immediate 
offensive readiness. 


Of these two efforts, the satellite buildup, 
at first too inconspicuous to cause alarm, has 
now emerged as the more important. 


What has happened already is the transfor- 
mation of ill-armed, ill-led and ill-trained satel- 
lite armies into combat-ready forces. ‘What is 
still going on is the strengthening of these satel- 
lite armies both by provision of great quantities 
of additional heavy equipment, and by increasing 
the number of divisions available. 

This whole vast process, which is going for- 
ward all over Eastern Europe, is uniformly 
directed by high Russian officers assisted by 
Russian training missions. 

Bulgaria, relatively the most fully prepared 
of all the satellites, is now credited with 10 divi- 
sions, including at least two armored, and there 
is evidence that two more Bulgarian divisions are 
being added. Romania is given 14 divisions, 
probably including three armored. Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia, where the training program is 
most retarded, are believed to have today five 
and 11 divisions, respectively, but Hungary is 
ereating five more divisions, while Czechoslo-

vakia is preparing at least two additional. Finally, 
Poland is credited with a minimum of 16 divi- 
sions, of which two are armored already and 
two more are being converted. 


This gives 46 existing satellite divisions, in- 
cluding a substantial number of armored divi- 
sions, without counting either the Bereitschaften 
in East Germany or any forces in Albania. The 
expansion of satellite armies already detected 
will provide a total of 55 divisions by next 
spring, and no one will be surprised if 60 divi- 
sions actually appear in the field. Of these 
armies, 36 divisions in Hungary, Romania and 
Bulgaria will stand upon Yugoslavia’s borders, 


And these are cautious Western estimates. 
The Yugoslavs think their neighbors alone 
already have more than 800,000 men mnder 
arms, 


All this activity further appears to be keyed 
to a time schedule calling for the satellite armies 
to be fully organized and trained, with all their 
heavy and other equipment and reserves in hand 
and their supporting facilities completed, by 
April or May of 1952. Earlier aggression is not 
excluded, particularly if the Western powers 
show signs of disagreement or are weakened 
by a disaster on their flanks such as threatens in 
Iran. But the worst danger period is expected 
to begin when and if the sateliite armies achieve 
full preparedness next spring.

Ellis Plan 


Needs Study, 
Mayor Says 


Mayor Hartsfield Thursday 
‘asked that Fulton Police Chief 
'G. Neal Ellis’ plan for a 52-man 
icounty police force to operate after 
‘inauguration of the Plan for Im- 
provement be studied carefully 
before approval. 

The mayor warned against cir-

} 


cumventing any of the plan bills 
passed by the State Legislature, 
and pointed out that the legisla- 
tion calls for a contract between 
the city and the county for polic- 
ing unincorporated areas of the 
county, with all 161 members of 
the county police force going 
under city jurisdiction. 

Chief Ellis, meanwhile, an- 
nounced that county police are 
continuing their patrol of speed 
zone areas on county roads. 

He emphasized that the speed 
limits on the non-municipal roads 
in Fulton county are set by the 
State Department of Publie Safety 
at the county’s request. 

He pointed out that one such 
highway is Northside Drive. Ellis 
said the legal speed limit is 35 
miles per hour and said county 
'patrolmen have the power to en- 
force the speed limit. 

Ellis and Police Commissioner 
‘Jack Towns have recommended a 
safety drive against reckless and 
speeding drivers along county 
roads. Wednesday, Ellis requested 
a 52-man police force to protect 
unincorporated areas after the 
Plan of Improvement goes into 
effect. 

He said the-small force would 
cost the county about $200,000 a 
‘year as compared to the present 
16l-man force which has a 
$630,000 yearly operational cost.

It is fairly easy to do IF you 
plan the menu (after all we must eat) and do most of the work the day before. Some families will 
be going on picnics, some will stay home and just rest, others will want to have friends over. 


With all these in mind we 
have a few suggestions to make 
which may lighten your work, 

First about the friends: don’t 
invite them for a fancy meal. 
Ask them over to say “Howdy.” 
Serve snacks that are adequate 
bug as holiday appealing as a 
sparkler. This menu will suit 
everyone from teen-agers to 

” octogenarians. 


FOURTH HOWDY PARTY 
Firecracker Sandwiches 
Hamburger Circles 
Peanut Butter Squares 
Coffee Floats 
The day before or early in the 
morning make the firecracker 
sandwiches, and the peanut but- 
ter squares. Shape the ham- 
burger patties and cut the bread. 
You can also get the coffee 
ready for the floats. Because 
the flavor of coffee is so good, 
use caffein-free instant coffee 
to save time and please all 

tastes. 


FIRECRACKER SANDWICHES 

Cut fresh white bread in thin 
gsliices; remove crusts. Spread 
slices with prepared mustard; 
wrap each arouhd well-drained 
canned vienna sausage—fasten 
together with toothpick. Toast 
in broiler until light brown. In- 
sert strip of green pepper in one 
end to represent wick of fire- 
cracker. Remove picks and 
serve. 


HAMBURGER CIRCLES 

Cut fresh, white bread in %- 
inch slice’ cut with 2-inch 
round cutter. Spread with but- 
ter. Season ground beef chuck 
with salt and pepper, shape into 
patties 42-inch thick and 1% 
inches in diameter. Saute in 
small amount of fat until brown 
on both sides. Place between 
buttered bread circles. Toast in 
broiler until light brown. 


PEANUT BUTTER SQUARES 

Spread peanut butter on slices 
of whole wheat bread, top with 
sweet pickle relish; cover with 
slice of buttered whole wheat 
bread, Cut each sandwich in 
quarters, wrap in waxed paper;

ready to serve.

Stuffed Celery Rings: Cut off 
tops from a crisp bunch of cel- 
ery hearts.

Let 
them overlap one anothe® by a 
third to a half of their width 
so that a petal pattern is formed.

“Gambling is 
openly known, Sev. Matchette 
but nobody figures it’s notorious,” 
Kreitz said, and he told the com- 
mittee: 


“You do, but our people don’t.” 

Earlier, a Methodist minister, 
the Rev. James D. Matchette, said 
civic and religious groups in Read- 
ing have become aroused over 
brazen gambling operations. 

Matchette testified that bookie 
spots and gambling on “numbers” 
operate with police knowledge, but 
he said nobody has been able to 
get officials to stop it. 


One horse-race betting parlor, 
he said, flourishes.“in the shadow 
of city hall.” 

Matchette said he and others had 
complained to Dist. Atty. John E. 
Ruth of Berks County—Reading 
is the county seat—and to Mayor 
John F. Davis of Reading. 


“Nothing,” he said, “was done.”
